How Many Trees a Day 
Does the Public Read? 

The paper yon are reading was 
once a tree. This newspaper is 
printed on what is commonly 
newsprint and it is made from 

wood. 

The annual consumption is two 

million tons of newsprint a year, 
according to the American Foresty 
Association, and that means a strip 
of paper as wide as the regulation 
newspaper and about forty million 
miles long; half the distance to the 
son, which is ninety-two million 
miles away. The annual consump- 
tion would make a two-foot wide 
ribbon of newspaper around the 
world 1.600 times. Some trees! 

More than one- third of our pulp- 
wood comes from across the Cana- 
dian border, and Canada, profiting 
by our mistakes, is now taking steps 
to forbid the cutting of timber at a 
rate more rapid than its growth. 
That means primarily that our an- 
nual importation of Canadian pulp- 
■ wood has prnetioally reached the
